III. REMARKS 

After entry of the proposed amendment to the claims above, claim 23 now 
contains in elements (b) and (c) the characteristic feature of independent apparatus claim 
1, i.e., the heating of a high-temperature superconductor material with two different 
energies at different locations. On the other hand, amended claim 23 no longer refers to 
the grain size. In view of the mentioned amendments, Applicant submits that amended 
claim 23 does not constitute an independent and distinct invention, and the restriction 
requirement should now be removed and all claims in the case considered in a single 
examination.
